Also since | am emailing you, I've been in contact with Oscar a few times about the audits. We are still trying to figure
things out. I'll reach back to you on that when we have made any progress.

Assist the City of Tijuana set up | The City of Tijuana has formally requested support from CARB (letter attached) $18,000
a 50 sensor network to develop a low cost sensor network for education and awareness, as well as to
{MLD/AQPSD) build a school flag program similar to what has been accomplished in the City of
Mexicali. CARB plans to support the City of Tijuana with a long term loan 50 low
cost sensors and training for deployment of the sensors. The sensor network
will lead to increased education and awareness to the public about air quality in
their region and the precautions they should take to protect themselves when
air quality levels are unhealthy. Funding will be used for the purchase of the
sensors as well as CARB travel and time for training the City of Tijuana.

| hope this e-mail finds you and others at CARB well in this extraordinary time.
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We recently made our final funding decisions for Clean Air Act 105 US/Mexico border grants for FY20. We appreciate all
of the very thoughtful proposals that CARB submitted, and we’re happy to let you know that we will be able to fund the
projects listed below. Unfortunately, due to limited funding, we’re not able to support all of the projects CARB
proposed.

In addition to the projects we'll be supporting with FY20 monies, as you had let us know that you no longer plan to
install a speciation monitor at the Calexico station, we have selected one of your projects to fund with $150K of the FY18
monies originally allocated for that purpose. Please have your staff work with Angie Latigue, your CARB grants project
officer, to make the necessary amendments to your workplan. Angie is copied on this e-mail and can be reached at 415-
947-4170. Also, please also go ahead and prepare your grant documents for FY20 funding.

Additionally, | wanted to let you know that we are providing 105 funds to SDAPCD and ICAPCD for ongoing and new
border projects. We will notify the districts separately, and will copy you on those e-mails. I've also copied staff at these
districts on this e-mail.
